had  a  wholesome  respect  tor  wlial  they  believe  to  be  the  li.nnely 
virtues  ot  the  (.leniniii  people  as  a  whole;  but  they  are  convince,! 
that  the  (ierman  peoide  have  been  misled  and  misdiiectea  by 
the  militarists  who  have  Prussianized  (ieimaiiy  and  wouUl 
Prussianize  tlie  world. 

1  have  watebed  American  opinion;  1  have  read  scores  of 
Aniciican  newspapers  Readily;  1  have  received  vast  nmubers  ot 
Idlers  from  iirominent  Americans  of  all  professions  and  positi.nis 
i„  llie  IFniled  Stales  siiuv  this  war  be-aii  ;  and  1  am  convinced 
thai  the  American  people  understand  lliis  war  even  heller  than  we 
do  and  their  pnblicalions  show  ihal  ihey  nndeisland  it.  As  iu,c 
nioinineni  Americau  wrote  to  me,  "  Vou  are  liKhnn-  as  you  never 
fou-iu  before;  and  we  are  Ihinkin-  as  we  never  liionphi  hclmc, 
not  even  in  tin-  days  of  our  struffS'l''  *"  pvi'serve  the  1  iiimi.

Is  tlu'i-r  uu  iiialirial  liinvi'r  in  syiniiatliy  :- 
Till'  voii-a  that  says  nulsidc  tln'  riiiK,  "  Yiiiii'  i-ausi>  is  just,  fislit 
on,"  hIm's  a  hielici-  viilta;;i'  ol  oiiiT^iy,  .Syiiiiialhy  iiiakclh  lor 
iiudiTstaiidiiif;',  and  that  uiidcr^taiidiii;;'  was  iii'vcr  more  valuable 
than  when  we  deparled  In. ill  ilie  old  traililiomil  liloeliade.  ami 
relied  upon  the  (Jiiited  Stales  to  see  that  inii  iutei  pielatioii  of  the 
]irincipk's  ut  Internalioiiul  Law  had  not  been  ehanKcd  by  the  new 
]iiaetiee  we  were  coiupelled  to  mal;e.  Synqiathy  ilisaiiiied  sus- 
Iiicioii  of  motive  and  oi'  act.  I'he  witliholdiiiK'  of  that  syinpathy 
by  the  Aiuerieaii  people  would  mean  a  reduction  in  our  niilion.il 
slrenn-ih,  would  eh.se  u|i  avenues  of  moral  support  worth  twenty 
Army  eoriis. 

I  received  a  iiallietic  letter  from  a  veteran  of  the  Ainericaii  Civil 
AVar  living;-  in  lioston,  and  uwniiiK  a  name  familiar  to  all 
Americans.  He  said  :  "  You  want  our  sympathy.  T  can  under- 
.staml  )iow  much  you  want  it  by  the  extent  we 'wanted  yours  in 
our  Civil  War,  and  were  not  secure  of  it.  Well,  you  have  our 
sympathy  with  all  onr  hearts." 

Xothinn-  that  has  ever  been  said  u))on  this  uiatter  of  inter- 
naiional  sympathy  and  moral  su]i]i(.rt  has  the  meaiiiiis  and 
poignancy  of  the  reply  of  Ali.'-aham  Lincoln  on  the  llTth  cf 
January,  180.3,  to  an  Address  from  the  working  men  of  Maii- 
ulicster.     Tlie.se  are  Lincoln's  words  :  — 

"  It  is  not  always  in  the  power  of  'ioveruments  to  enbnire 
or  restrict  the  scope  of  moral  results  wliii  h  follow  the  iiolicies 
that  they  may  deem  it  neces.vary  fur  tim  public  safeiv  to 
adopt.  I  have  understood  well  that  the  duly  of  self-preser- 
vation rests  solely  with  the  American  people.  But  1  have, 
at  the  same  lim,,,  been  awaie  tiial  lavollr  or  disfavour  ol 
foreign  nations  misilit  have  a  material  influi'nce  in  enlar^^ins 
or  prolonsins  the  sIruK-le  ...  I  have,  tlierelore, 
reckoned  on  the  forbearance  of  nation^.  Circumstances — to 
5-ome  of  which   you  kindly   allude — induce  me  esiiecially  to

Ainni- 

cans  should  rcnu'niber  what  ],ancashire  snIVered  in  ihe  An.evi.an 

("ivil  War  thrnnfjh  the  blockade  enforced  a^ainsl  the  Sonlh,  ;,nd 

that  these  very  iiancashire  niiin,  snlferiuK  ^<"'<'  nneniployniem  ,,,id 

on  Die  verse  of  slarvation,  still  had  llie  conra^v  and  nniHnaniTuity 

to   oiler   (heir   syniiiatliy   to   Lincoln's    (iovernnient,    which    wa-^ 

iMiUinn.  tlicin  olV  from  work  and  food.     To  their  nidde  nld'rance. 

lliis  was  Tjineoln's  reply:  —

Ameriian   people.      I    hail    this  inlcKhanee  of  sentiment   as 
an   augury  (hat,  whatever  id-e   may  luippeii.  whatever  mis- 
fortune may  befall  your  loundy,  as  my  own,  (he  peace  and 
tiiendship  wliiih  tiow  e.sisis  between  (he  two  ua(ions  will  lie. 
as  it  shall  be  my  desire  to  nuike  them.  ]ierfected.'' 
Ileri'  and  there  in  this  country  it  has  been  said  that  the  Fnited 
Stales    kejit    sih'iH'e    (dllcitilly  when    liclxinm    was    invaded,    but 
became  awitaled  and  vocal  when  Anu'rican  comnu'ree  was  touched;
